However,  it  wculd  be  difficult  to 
estimate  the  number  of  deaths  that  might  have  occurred  if  a 
stepped-up  enforcement  canpaigc  had  net  been  encouraged. 

Without  the  information  compiled  in  this  report,  the  enforce- 
ment activities  of  this  department  would  be  without  guidance 
and  direction.

SAFETY  AND  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT 

The  need  for  education  in  the  field  of  traffic  safety  appears  to  be  greater  than 
ever,  with  the  increasing  number  of  young  drivers  on  our  highways.  Some  progress 
was  made  during  195°  in  driver  education  as  several  high  schools  inaugurated 
driver  training  courses  in  their  curriculum,  and  several  other  schools  are  pre- 
paring for  it  at  the  start  of  the  next  school  year. 

The  advanced  and  basic  courses  in  driver  training  were  again  made  available  to 
the  teachers.  Seven  states  and  Canada  were  represented  at  the  basic  course  at 
Montana  Stats  University  at  Missoula.  Dr.  John  Urlaub  of  Berkeley,  California 
was  again  in  charge,  and  as  usual  did  an  excellent  job. 

The  activities  of  the  Montana  Council  for  Traffic  Safety,  Inc.  gained  momentum 
during  the  year  in  the  field  of  education.  The  Council's  president,  Mr.  Dean 
Chaff in  of  Bozeman,  reports  that  many  county  chapters  have  been  formed  and  that 
general  progress  is  encouraging.  The  Montana  Council  of  Safety  Supervisors  is 
sponsoring  a  teenage  safety  program  that  is  being  very  well  accepted  throughout 
the  State. 

Public  interest  in  the  traffic  problem  is  reflected  in  increased  requests  for 
films  and  speakers  from  this  department  during  the  past  year.  Public  awareness 
of  our  problem  became  apparent  with  greater  participation  on  the  part  of  com- 
munities by  participating  in  national  programs,  i.  e.,  the  National  Vehicle 
Safety  Check  Program,  Slow  Down  and  Live,  and  other  related  projects. 
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DRIVER  EXAMINATION  SECTION 

Following  is  a  summary  of  the  activities  of  zhe   headquarters  staff  of 
the  Driver  Examination  Section. 

During  1956  a  total  of  2,395  driver  licenses  were  suspended,  revoked 
or  cancelled.  One  thousand  and  sixty-six  licenses  were  mandatory  revocationsj 
1,268  were  for  convictions  of  driving  while  intoxicated  and  198  were  for  driv- 
ing with  license  revoked.   Sixty-five  of  the  1,268  revoked  for  intoxicated 
driving  qualified  for  restricted,  occupational  licences. 

One  hundred  and  sixty-seven  drivers  were  placed  on  probation  as  the 
result  of  their  being  involved,  as  drivers,  in  motor  vehicle  accidents  where 
property  damage  exceeded  $500.00,  and  they  were  convicted  of  a  moving  hazard- 
ous violation.   In  order  to  be  eligible  for  the  probationary  license,  their 
previous  driving  record  must  be  good.  The  duration  of  the  probationary  period 
was  determined  by  the  seriousness  of  the  damage  and  injuries. 

There  were  560  persons  who  received  warning  letters  as  a  result  of 
being  involved,  as  drivers,  in  motor  vehicle  accidents  where  the  property 
damage  was  less  than  $500.00. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty  drivers,  whose  driving  records  contained  two 
moving,  hazardous  convictions,  received  warning  letters  setting  forth  the 
possibilities  of  losing  their  licenses  or  their  lives,  unless  their  driving 
habits  and  attitudes  improved. 

A  total  of  1,7^-5  drivers,  whose  licenses  had  been  suspended,  revoked 
or  cancelled,  or  whose  driving  habits  needed  checking,  were  directed  to 
contact  one  of  the  driver  license  examiners  to  attempt  a  special,  or  review, 
examination. 

As  of  December  31>  1956,  there  were  323>028  operator  licenses  and 

27,11*8  chauffeur  licenses  in  effect.  During  1956  a  total  of  178,002  licenses 

were  processed  and  mailed  to  the  licensees.   Of  the  total,  more  than  3>000 

renewal  applications  were  rejected  since  the  license  had  expired  before  the 

applicant  had  renewed. 
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NEW  UNIFORM  SHOULDER  EMBLEM  FOR  PATROL 
*  *  * 

As  a  tribute  to  the  Vigilantes,  the  first  law 
enforcement  group  in  the  Montana  Territory,  the 
Montana  Highway  Patrol  during  1956  adopted  a 
new  uniform  shoulder  emblem  —  the  Patrol  star 
with  the  State  Seal  above  the  numbers  3-7-77. 
About  1863,  the  Vigilantes  exhibited  the  mysterious  3-7-77  which  eventu- 
ally replaced  fear  of  robbers  and  violent  death  with  faith  and  peace  of 
mind.  To  this  day  the  Vigilante  code  remains  a  baffling  secret,  its 
real  meaning  buried  with  the  men  it  represented,  never  to  be  solved  by 
Montana  historians.  There  are  many  interpretations  of  the  mysterious 
3-7-77*  Some  historians  believe  that  these  figures  written  below  a 
skull  and  crossbones  on  a  card  and  pinned  on  a  tent  or  cabin  was  a 
warning  to  the  dweller  that  his  presence  was  no  longer  desired.  Others 
believe  the  road  agents  regarded  3-7-77  &s  a  warning  that  they  had  3 
hours,  7  minutes  and  77  seconds  to  get  out  of  town.  Still  others  seem 
to  think  that  those  who  ignored  the  warning  should  prepare  immediately 
to  occupy  a  hole  in  the  ground  3  feet  wide,  7  feet  long  and  77  inches 
deep.  Historians  have  it  that  one  hundred  odd  road  agents  ended  up  here 
after  being  strung  up  to  the  nearest  tree.  And  as  the  Vigilantes  proved 
that  they  meant  business  —  that  they  would  bring  peace  to  the  Montana 
Territory  or  die  trying  —  the  significance  of  3-7-77  grew.  Now  the 
Montana  Highway  Patrol  in  reverting  to  this  early  mysterious  symbol  has 
forsaken  its  twenty-one  year  old  shoulder  patch  for  an  emblem  to  honor 
the  first  men  in  the  Montana  Territory  who  organized  for  the  safety  of 

the  people.
